UNJUST TO MB. BL.AINK. 


The Helena, Montana, Journal, edited 


by Russel B. Harrison, the President's 
SOD, has the following editorial com- 
ments on Mr. Blaino and his friends: 


"It does not seem to have occurred to 


the well-meaning but injudicious Blaine 
organs of Montana that they arc inflict- 
ing upon their chief an obrious injustice 
in trying to create a Presidential boom 
for that gentleman at this time. An 
attempt has been made to educate the 
people to the belief that Elaine's repotted 
illness is a figment of the imagination 
boomer of a malicious desire to thwart 
the purpose of those who are anxious to 
effect bis nomination for the Presidency. 


"There is, of course, nothing in the 


allegations of this character and no dis 
position to deal other than fairly with 
the interests of the Maine man and his 
friends. But Blaine has ample reason 
to demand deliverance from his friends 
at a time when they are so industriously 
seeking to compromise 
bis 
political 


honor. Blaine is either a sick man, 
broken down from a complication of 
disorders, from which he has long Buf- 
fered, or he is not a sick man. If his 
vital powers are not equal to the hopes 
and ambitions of his friends, and to the 
tremendous responsibilities of an active 
campaign, and a successful administra- 
tion his availability is not a debatable 
proposition. Like Tildeu, in 1880, lie 
cannot afford to 
wager 
his vitality 


against defeat or have bis strength 
cjrawn by his party and his country, 
though, on the contrary, he is as pictured 
by his Montana advocates, basking in 
the sunshine of perfect health. Friends 
of protection, who recognize in that 
question the chief issue of the next cnm- 
paigo, have a right to inquire why the 
powerful influence nf the Maine states- 
nun is not on duty as a factor in the 
great straggle for supremacy in Ohio. 


The Journal believes that Blaine should 


be fairly treated, and that bis political 
honor and his fidelity to the great princi- 
ple* of the Repnblicau party should not 
for one moment be questioned. It be 
lievea that his luck of interest iu thr 
Ohio campaign is due alone to this deli- 
cato health, and wa indulge in the hope 
that Providence will deal kindly with 
the brilliant New Eaglunder and revive 
the energies that have so long been ded- 
icated to the advancement of the party 
to which be belongs and which have 
popularized his name within its ranks. 


"It is unjust to inflict upou his reputa- 


tion that he is sulking in bis tent iu the 
pride of his manhood when tUe skirmish 
lines of a mighty battle are being formed, 
Blaine is a sick man. 
When be recovers 


his health and strength and gives the 
public evidence of his physical ability 
to shoulder the burden of a great cam 
paign it will bo time for his admirers to 
advocate his claims. In no other way 
can he be protected 
from the unjust 


imputation of the Democratic press and 
retain the political prestige tn which his 
honorable career entitles him."

Republican 
papers which 


have been falsely accusing the Demo- 
crats of trying to make it appear that 
Blaioe is in ill-health should bear in 
mind that tne Helena Journal, in which 
the above comments appear, and the

A dispatch says: The effect of the 


Salton Sea upon the climate of Southern 
California is becoming more apparent 
every day, and a feeling of alarm is grad- 
ually taking possession of many people 
over the ultimate outcome and result of 
the phenomenon.

out the whole lower part of the State 
has been exceedingly disagreeable for 
the past throe weeks or more, and 
although the thermometer has in a few 
instances gone higher than usunl at (hi) 
time of the year the heat is of n humid 
character which makes the hot days of 
the East so hard to bear, and this effect 
is universally ascribed to the new l»ke 
01. the desert. 


San Diego's water supply comes from 


Cucarnaya Mountains, upou the other 
side of which is the desert, and for sev- 
eral days the water which has come 
through the flumes to the city pipes has 
bevn so muddy ns to make it unfit for 
domestic purposes. The water company 
is out with a card to-dny ascribing the 
condition of the water to the cloudburst 
iu the mountains caused by the presence 
of the .ake. Deputy Sheriff Emery is 
down from Jnlien to-dny. lie says the 
take is now sixty miles long and thirty 
miles wide, and tuitt its influence is felt 
in unprecedented and tremendous rains 
in that town and throughout the mount- 
ains. 


Daily (he lake f«irly steams with 


evaporation and its warai airs come in 
contact with 'he cool breeze from the 


coast, with the result that the water falls 
ut Julian and on tbo summit in torrents, 
accompanied by thunder and lightning. 
Toe opinion in the mountain country, he 
gays, is that the lake will be permanent 
and eventually a part of the Gulf of Cal- 
ifornia. At Mesa Grande 5:50 inches of 
rain fell on Tuesday.

1MK8. AUCK COOPER CUANE. 


Society 'Woman Who 
She WBB Forced Into 


The 
American 


Claims That 
Marriage. 
A law case that has set all society talking 


in the two greatest English speaking cities 
of the world, London and New York, is the 
appeal of Mrs. Alice Cooper Crane in Lon- 
don to have her marriage annulled. 
The 


grounds of the application are certainly the 
most extraordinary ever made before a 
ooutt of justice. 
Miss Alice Cooper was 


born in New York and ha* lived many 
yean witb her widowed mother in the 
fashionable Pan. 
Her cousin, Walter Bev 


erley Crane, met her there, aid he, al- 
though -but eighteen, and she eight years 
bis senior, became desperately infatuated 
with her. 
A year or more afterwards they 


were in London, and, on a pretext of 
ride to St. Paul's, yonng Crane inveigled 
Miss Cooper into a carriage. It was driven 
rapidly to St. Bride's Church, and on the 


way Crane drew from bin pocket a pistol 
and threatened to blow ont bis brains in 
atantly if sbe did not consent to marry 
him. In a very great fright Miss Cooper 
consented, and the marriage ceremony 
was performed. Crane at once left for the 
United States, and the pair have never 
since met. 
The English Judge refused to 


annul the marriage, stating that Mrs. 
Crane proved too muob. Walter Crane, 
who cornea from a wealthy and aristocratic 
family and is now in New York, says that 
the story is a piece of fiction which he had 
agreed not to deny in order to promote the 
divorce. 
"The whole affair," he says, 


"was a piece of youthful folly and infatna< 
tion," 
The marriage was opposed by bis 


parents. 
He met Miss Cooper in London 


and they were married with her fall co- 
operation. Their letters grew oold, Crane 
has not seen his wife since, and now she 
probably wants to marry somebody else 
and has taken this extraordinary step to 
obtain a divorce.

News of Importance Prom 


Home and Abroad. 


A Dliaitrnaa Explonlon—Many 'Lives 


Lost. 


Special to the Jouinal, 


• NBW YOBK, August 22.—This afternoon 
a small vaporiih cload was seen to burst 
from the gronnd floor of 70, 72 and 74, 
Park Place, followed by a dull roar. Then 
there was an eruption of briok, stone and 
timber which were hnrled thirty feet into 
the sir. Then the front walls of the build 
ings of 70 and 74 fell crashing into the 
street, leaving not the slightest resem- 
blance to what had been a few seconds be- 
fore apparently substantial buildings. A 
mass of fallen timber and brick filled the 
street, which was crowded with pedestri- 
ans and teams. A fire broke ont in No. 
68, and the rescners who had clambered 
into the ruins to assist the wounded people 
ont were forced to retreat. 
The fire spread 


rapidly, bnt owing to the dense crowd 
which packed the neighboring streets the 
fire department conld not get to the scene 
for several minntos. While the firemen 
were oonsentrating their effort* to one side 
of the building flames burst ont of the third, 
fourth and fifth stories of the building oc- 
cupied by Lindsay's type foundry. The 
firemen cheeked the flames however. On 
the ground floor of No. 74 was a cheap 
restaurant in which were seated 25 persons 
at the lime of the accident. In the upper 
portion of the building there were a large 
number of people employed and it is 
thought they were all there when the ex- 
plosion occurred. It was three boms be- 
fore the 8re was sufficiently subdued to 
allow firemen to extricate the dead and 
wounded from the ruins. The number of 
dead was variously estimated at from 50 to 
,200. Policeman Peck who got into the 
restaurant kitchen paid be hauled oat three 
bodies from there and saw at least fifty 
more dead and wonnded. He saw people 
fast in the ruius but was driven back by 
the flames before he could aid them. It is 
thought there were at least 100 people in 
the building when the explosion occurred. 
A dozen girls were seen in the third floor 
windows just as the building fell. Louis 
Bernard fell from the fourth story when 
the building fell but picked himself up and 
ran ont of danger. 
He is now In the 


hospital. 


The firemen worked like fiends to rescue 


the wounded. After 30 minutes' work the 
body of a man was found mashed beyond 
recognition. Fifteen minutes later another 
charred body was found, and bnried under 
a heap of rubbish a little girl, still alive. 


EDITOR; Owing to Eastern wire troubles

AFTER THE 
BOOUtBKS. 


The San Franclsoo Grand Jury CUnreetl 


by Judge Wallace. 


Thursday Jadge Wallace proceeded with 


the work of impaonellog the Grand Jury. 


The Court then announced (hut Barclay 


Henley was appointed foreman of the Grand 
Jury and he was aworn in by the clerk of 
the court. 


Judge Wallace then proceeded to read 


his charge. 


The charge was quite sensational in 


character. 
After giving an interesting his- 


tory of how the Grand Jnries came first to 
be adopted, away back in English history, 
he goes on to say: 


'•Your special and peculiar mission is to 


look after and inquire abont that import- 
ant mass of affairs—public affairs—which 
concern everybody in general and nobody 
in particular, and as which it is paradox- 
ically and proverbially said that being i 
everybody's business it is nobody's busi- 
ness. 


"These public affairs thus placed under 


yonr scrutiny are not municipal merely; 
you are not limited to even the very care- 
ful examination of the books, records and 
accounts ot the more than forty 
officers 


which are embraced in the government o' 
the city and county of San Francisco and 
to which the law makes it my duty here to 
call your especial attention. 
You are 


therefore not to content yourselves with 
looking to sea whether in November and 
December of the last year more coal was 
purchased and purported to be oonsutfied 
by the public offices here than could have 
been honestly expended in one-half year of 
time, nor whether it cost the city $600 per 
annum for the keep of a borne, nor yet 
whether the setting up of a single hydrant 
in our streets is $45 with $30 more to 
maintain it for a single year. Such things 
as these must of course be looked 
to and 


carefully looked to by yon; but as pecula- 
tions they are but minor in character. 
They but point the way to other and larger 
and more serious wrongs committed or 
said to h-ve been. It is asserted that at 
the late session of the Legislature the 
county of Oolnsa was territorially dismem 
bered as a result of legislation procured by 
bribery; that part of the bribe was a prom- 
issory note for $20,000, now or lately held 
on deposit in this city, its payment to 
await the ultimate effectuation of the meas- 
ure. It is rumored—indeed became no- 
torious,—that at the same session a corrupt 
combination—a trust—was formed by a 
majority of the members of the Senate of 
the State to sell the legislation of that 
body to purchasers for a price, and that a 
like combination for a like purpose was or- 
ganized in the Assembly. 
Indeed, a suit 


to recover a sum of money, which is said 
to have been part of the gain* made in that 
bnbinesa. was lately brought and actually 
tried here in this department of the ooutt.

city and county, and this suggests the in- 
quiry as to what is an offense triable 
here.
